JEFFERSON CITY, Mo.—Boss Tom 


Pendergast, head of one of the na- 
tion's most potent political machines, 
soon will find out whether his power 
outside of Kansas City has been lessen- 
ed as a result of the vote fraud con- 
victions in his home bailiwick. 


Big Tom's opponents say the boss 


is slipping out in Missouri, and polit- 
ical figures all over the nation are 
watching the campaign for the August 
2 primaries in the hope of getting a 
slant on the future of political bossism 
in the United" States. What happens 
to Pendergast may very well happen 
to other bosses—be it repudiation or 
endorsement. 


Pendergast is making an issue of the 


contest for a state supreme court, 
judgeship by! supporting Circuit Judge 
James V. Billings of Kcnnett against 
Judge James M. Douglass of St. Louis, 
who was named to the court last year 
by Gov. Lloyd Stark. 


There are two big reasons Pender- 


gast wants to win this fight: 


1. He wants to demonstrate to one 


and all that Missouri democracy is 
behind him, that the vote fraud revela- 
tions cost him no more prestige outstatc 
than in Kansas City, where he pulled 
through with a smashing victory in the 
municipal elections this spring. 


2. Even more important to Pender- 


gast is his desire to give Governor 
Stark a "spanking." 


Hasn't Shown Gratitude 


Stark rode into office in 1936 on a 


wave of votes washed up by the 
Pendergast machine. Then last year 
he began firing Pendergast men. This 
of course made his sponsor very un. 
lappy and Pendergast now admits that 
10 is out to get Stark politically. 


The word around the capitol here is 


that Pendergast would have backed al- 
most any competent jurist from heavily 
Democratic southeast Missouri. Ap-

PRESCOTT, Ark.—S. H. Cadenhead, 


secretary of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, announced that the Prescott 
School Board has accepted the Cham- 
ber's proposed plan for a new 5100,000 
High School building at a special meet- 
ing of the board held in the Chamber 
of Commerce offices with the C. of C. 
Special Committee, composed of Dr. 
A. S. Buchanan, Sam O. Logan, N. 
N. Daniel, W. F. Dcnman and Mr. 
Cadenhead. 


The proposed plan of the C. of C. 


calls for a modem high school build- 
ing to be built at an approximate cost 
of $100,000, to be financed by a loan 
and grant from the PWA and the RFC. 
Mr. Cadenhead stated that previous 
correspondence 
with these govern, 


ment agencies assures him that the 
loan can be secured. The entire plan 
is contingent upon the consolidation 
of several school districts adjoining 
the Prescott district, none of which 
are now operating a senior 
high 


school. 


By consolidating these districts with 


the Prescott district it would raise the 
bonding power and revenue of the new 
district enough to carry the proposed 
loan for the new building which would 
be spread over a period of 30 years. 


The special committee of the C. of 


C. has been studying the possible 
plans for the new building for the 
past few weeks and the following is a 
statement of the committee regarding 
the plan: 


"The plan will impose no additional 


taxes on the taxpayers and would fur- 
nish an adequate budget for the opera- 
tion of a school that would raise the 
standard of our present rating and pay 
the additional debt service for the new 
building and offer educational facili- 
ties and opportunities to the high 
school students of the districts to be 
consolidated that, otherwise, they can 
never have." 


Applications for the loan and grant 


;iro being prepared as rapidly as pos- 
sible and will be filed with the gov- 
ernment agencies immediately, Mr. 
Cadenhead saicl. The plan for the new 
building will be presented to the pro- 
Dosed districts to be consolidated at an 
early date.

More Than One Hundred Thousand Die Annually 


in Accidents 


The most serious hazards of the sum- 


mer season are not, as might be ex- 
pected, the effects of the heat, the ex- 
haustion that cornes from fatigue, or 


... the diseases that prevail especially in 


summer. Under modern conditions of 
living mast of these factors are under 
excellent control. 


The real hazards to life and health 


nowadays are accidents. 


We kill regularly, by accidents of 


all types, more than 100,000 people per 
year. The rate for Canada is 40 per 
cent below that for the United States. 
Although England and Wales are agi- 
tating themselves greatly over deaths 
from accidents, our death rate is twice- 
thai of England or Wales. 


The reason is, of course, that we 


have in this country more motor cars. 
more tall buildings and more other 
evidences of new ways of living than 
are available in most foreign countries. 


In addition, however, we arc prob- 


ably as careless and reckless a people 
as is to be found anywhere in the 
world. 


Not only do we have great numbers 


of motor cars which slaughter around 
40,000 people per year and injured ut 
least a million more, but we also have 
more accidents from vehicles of other 
typea. 


There are still a considerable num- 


ber of people who are injured by rail- 
roads, by street cars, and the list in- 
cludes deaths by falling from wagons, 
by being run over by horses and 


wagons, as well as deaths from motor- 
cycles, bicycles, and even from sleds. 
(The 
last named are not a prominent 


cause of death in the summer.I 


Incidentally, drowning continues to 


pile up a great toll of death, particu- 
larly of children, and 
particularly 


flurini; the .summer months. More than 
one-half 
of 
the 
people 
who 
are 


drowned in the United States meet 
their deaths during the months 
June, July and August. Three-fourths 
of 
thu.se deaths occur in the 
five 


months from May to September, the 
remaining fourth occurring in the next 
.'.even months. Men die from drown- \ 
ing much more frequently than do 
women. 


With the great amount of teaching 


that has been done in recent years 
relative to resuscitation from drown- 
ir.fj. the deaths from drowning seem 
to he steadily decreasing. 


About 7000 deaths occur from this 


cause (.-cK.-h year. If people would only 
reali/e that there is danger from 
water sports; if life-saving methods 
could ne taught more widely, and if 
more people learned how to give arti- 
ficial respiration when needed in an 
emergency, the number of deaths from 
drowning could be still further dimin- 
ished.

By First.of the Year 


MOSCOW—(/P)—Taxlcabs arc becom- 


ing noticeable on Moscow streets. 


There were only'910 taxis in this 


.capital of nearly' 4,000,000 inhabitants 
at the beginning of this year. But the 
number had increased to 1,200 by May 
and the government plans to'havc 4,000 


in operation by the ned of the year. 


Only a year ago taxis were a com- 


parative rarity in Moscow, with only 
a few stands where they could be 
found. 
Cruising taxis still are un- 


known. The only way to hire a cab 
is to go to a stand or call for one by 
telephone. 


There are 65 taxi stands now, mostly 


in prominent squares, with 250 more 
planned. So inflexible is the service 
that the government found lines of idle 
cabs at some stands, while none was

TJARDLY had the U. S. pictorial 
•*"*• stamp issue of 1869 dried on 
the presses when a wave of ridi-i 
culc swept the country.. -Already 
the designs for this issue had bccii 
changed once to satisfy political 
whims, and when the series finally! 
was released the press almost uni-, 
versally attacked it 
The result 


was a short-lived set, replaced by 
an entirely new issue in 1870. 


This- new issue originally con- 


sisted'of 10 stamps, ranging in 
value from 1 cent to 90 cents. 'It 
continued in 
use with minor 


changes and additions until 1832 
and thereafter some stamps were 
discontinued, others added, and 
still others changed in color and 
design.

Trimming Flowers 


Spring flowering shrubs are retir- 


ing into green masses of foundation 
to make way for the annual and 
perennial flowers in Hempstead coun- 
ty gardens. Daisies, Flocks, Pinks and 
Nasturtiums are popular flowers in 
the county. 


It is best to use a sharp knife or even 


a razor blade in cutting the stems to 
prevent bruising and tearing, accord- 
ing to information received from P. 
T. Ecton, extension horticulturist, Uni- 
versity of Arkansas College of Agri- 
culture. A pail of cool water should 
be carried in the yard so the stems may 
be immersed immediately to prevent 
the mfrom sealing over, and allow the 
moisture to be drawn up. 


Gladiolus should be cut when the 


first bud opens, peonies as they be- 
gin to unfold, poppies the night be- 
fore they open, and most other flow- 
ju-st before htey reach full bloom, Mr. 
Ecton advises. After they are taken 
into the house, they should be stored 
in a cool, dark place for several hours 
before arranging in vases or bowls. 


After arranging, flowers should be 


placed where they will be out of 
draughts or excessive sunlight, and 
the water should be changed every 
day to prevent the formation of the 
foul bacteria. At this time the stems 
should be clipped back slightly. 


The addition of charcole or a few 


drops of formaline will help to keep 
the flowers fresh. The addition of 
i-alt, aspirin, or other chemicals has' 
not been of help in keeping blooms' 
fresh, Mr. Ecton points out. Badly 
wilted plants have sometimes been re- 
vived by clipping their stems undei 
water.

One of nature's provisions for keep- 


ing the body temperature at normal 
during hot weather is by perspiration 
Miss Conant points out. "The hottei 
the weather, and the more liquid we 
drink, the more we prespire, the more 
liquid we have to drink, which is the 
way it should be." 


Fruit juices add food value as well 


as liquids to the diet. To be effective, 
they should not be too sweet, as sweet 
drinks do not quench thirst so well 
as slightly acid ones and also furnish 
more fuel and help increase body 
temperature the nutritionist says.

Dusky Joe Louis waited two years 


to'~avenge the one and only defeat of 
his professional career, but then took 
little more 
than 
two minutes to 


achieve it under the Yankee Stadium's 
floodlights with a devastating blast 
that produced the quickest ending in 
pilglistic history to a world heavy- 
weight championship match. 


The 
24-year^ld 
Alabama 
negro, 


knocked out in the same ring in 12 
rounds by Schmeling in 1936. turned 
loose an attack of such suddenness 
and ferocity that the German never 
had a chance. 


Beaten to the first punch by the 


bomber's snake-like left, Schmeling 
was knocked down three times and 
so badly battered that his handlers 
threw in the towel in token of de- 
feat as the timekeeper tolled the count 
of ''eight" on the last knockdown. 


/The finish came after two minutes, 


four seconds of the first round as a 
howling crowd of 80,000 onlookers, 
thrilled by the negro's spectacular rush 
to triumph, witnessed the most sen- 
sational heavyweight title finish since 
Jack Dempsey flattened Luis Angel 
Firpo at the Polo Grounds in Septem- 
ber, 1923. 


tehmeling, a picture of confidence 


beforehand and favored by many to 
become the first ex-champion in his- 
tory to regain the heavyweight crown, 
never had a chance after the bell rang 
for the first round. 


Louis, justifying his own prediction 


of a short finish, achieved it one round 
sooner than lie expected, with a two- 
fisted onslaught that left the huge 
crowd as excited ns Schmeling was 
dizzy after it was all over. 


The champion look command on the 


first exchange, belted Schmeling un- 
mercifully about the head, and quick- 
.ly had the German in distress, Max 
was on the verge of going down within 
the first minute, but covered and hung 
grimly to the ropes, near his own 
corner, as he tried desperately to save 
himself. 


Finally forced into the open, Schmel- 


ing went down on his side, with n roll- 
ing motion, after being clipped with 
a hard right to the head. He was al- 
ready so groggy that he took no heed 
of either the count or warning yells 
from his own corner. 
He struggled 


to his feet, after only three seconds, 
only to meet another withering blast. 


On the second knockout, Schmeling 


sprawled to all fours, after Louis fired 
both hands to his jaw. The German's 
eyes were glassy, his mouth open, but 
his courage somehow pulled him back 
to his feet after « count of only one. 


Referee Arthur Donovan, rushing 


between the two as he waved Louis 
aside, grabbed Schmeling's gloves to 
wipe them on his shirt, then stepped 
aside. 
Panther-like, 
measuring his 


man, 
Louis stepped in quickly lo de- 


liver the finishing punch. His right 
shot out, landed heavily on Schmel- 
ing's jaw, and the German went down 
lor the last time. 


Max rolled over on his side, in- 


stinctively trying to regain his feet, 
but there wasn't a chance he could do 
so. At the count of eight. Max Machon, 
Schmeling's trainer, tossed the towel 
into the ring and quickly followed it 
as he rushed to the aid of the beaten 
man. 


It was thus a technical knockout vic- 


tory for the champion but it hardly 
could have been more devastating or 
complete. 


Schmeling 
did not land a single 


damaging punch and only once con- 
nected with the right hand that spelled 
defeat for Louis two years ago. He 
countered solidly with his right, soon 
after Louis had rushed him at the out- 
set. Joe said afterward that he felt 
the blow but it didn't even cause him 
to blink, nor was it followed by any- 
thing resembling the attack that made 
the German a fistic hero in 1936.
